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An épidemic of cyclones and torna- 
does, the like of which has not been 
known for years, swept through the 
south Thursday. might and all yester- 
days leaving in their wake 127 dead and 
mangled »vodies and the dismantled 
wrecks of property werth many mil- 
lions. 

An exact list of the deafl and an ac- 
cufate estimate of the monetary loss 
may not be compiled for days, but from 
all along the path of the storm come 
tales of fearful loss of life and de- 
scriptions of whole towns and villages 
completely wiped out. 

Origin in the North. 

The storm wave seems to have had 
ite origin in thé north and swept 
frcm the lake region south in irregu- 
lar fashion, now moderating its force 
as though spent, now growing more 
turbulent and angry. PY 

The state of Tennessee was an“espe- 
cially heavy sufferer. At 9 a’clock 
last night, careful estimates indicate 
that at least fifty people were killed 
in the Volunteer state alone, while 
thé los’ in dollars and cents will not 
fall. short of a million. At Franklin 
and in Hillsboro there was loss of 
life. T latter town is said to be 
practically \gestroyed, while at Cen- 
terville and adjoining villages’ the 
damage is reported very heavy, both 
in lives and property. Near Pulaski, 
in Gileé county, the dead list reaches 
twelve, and many are injured. 

Chattanooga a Safferer. 

In the vicinity of ‘Chattanooga, the 
storm was fel. at its worse. As in 
other parts of the state, the telephone 
and telegraph wires were blown down 

the movement of trains was great- 
ly hampered. The hurricane follow- 
ed the Cumberland valley, wrecking 
small towns and destroying farm 
houses. At Ebenezer, 18, houses were 
blown down. At Knoxville, the 
damage was from interference with 
commerce. At Charlestown, the storm 
swept up the Hiawassee river from 
the Tennessee valley destroying much 
property. At Fayetteville, three are 
known to have perished. At Cuba, 
many houses were blown down, and at 
Charlestowe not even a shed was left 
s-anding. No fatalities were report- 
@4 ftom either piace, but information 
is very meager. ; 

Memphis reports heavy loss from 
towns within a ‘radius of 100’ miles in 
three. states. At Horn Lake, Miss., 
half a dozen lives were lost, and the 
property damage was very heavy.

Several thousand checks on out-of-town 


banks, sometimes covering as many as 
200 different banks on the same day. 

Under the present system each of these 
six banks has to write to each bank, In- 
closing the checks on that bank for col- 
lection, taking up the time of several 
clerks in each bank, a great deal of 
Stationery, and any number of stamps. 

Under the new department it !s pro- 
posed to get a half-dozen clerks or more, 
who will do this work for all the banks. 
Each bank eends in its out-of-town 
checks and these are made up into dif- 
ferent piles and one letter is sent from 
this department to that country bank in- 
Stead of six different letters with as 
many checks in each. 

It is thought this will 
force, and will certainly reduce the cost 
of such eervice. Also it is thought it 
will tend to increase the clearing house 
receipts in Atlanta by making out-of- 
town collections cheaper and simpler.

Survivors of the Fourth Georgia ree- 


iment of the confederate army 
Seny that this regiment lost its colors 
to the Fourteenth New Jersey at Spott-

qQispatch from New York, printed in 
yesterday’s Constitution, stated that 
the New Jersey regiment was soon to 
return the captured standard, and 
reembers of the Fourth are denying that 
they ever lost their colors and declar- 
ing that they will not receive any flag 
from the Fourteenth New Jersey. 

A survivor. of the Georgia regiment 
has written The Constitution, stating, 
among other things, that the Fourth 
carried its colors throughout the war, 
surrendering them at Appomattox; that 
there was no ‘fighting at the “‘Bloody 
Angie’ on the day the colors are said 
to have been taken, and that the 
Fourth never took part in any fighting 
at that place during the entire war. 

Captain Furlow’s Letter. 

The letter follows: 

“Editor Constitution: Your issue of 
this morning states that the veterans 
of New Jersey propose to return to the 
survivors of the Fourth Georgia regi- 
ment a battle flag captured from that 
regiment on Mav 9, 1864 py the Four- 
teenth New Jersey regiment. There 
are some inaccuracies in the statement 
which I beg leave to correct.

Passed by the Upper House of 
Florida Yesterday. 


Tallahassee, Fla., April 30.—The Beard 
joint resolution to disfranchise negro 
voters in Florida was adopted by the 
senate today by a vote of 20 to 10. The 
resolution now goes to the house.

“PROHIBITIONISTS 
ROASTED BY ROSE 


Cunning of Fakirs and 
Craft of Demagogues. 


Mayor Rose Believes That Agi- 
tation of Liquor Question 
Will Result in Good—Advo- 
cates Conservative Prohibi- 
tion Legislation. 


Mayor Rose’s address was as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
The average American business man is 
a political coward. The merchant fears 
the loss of his profit on the sale of a 
shirt, the banker the loss of a depos- 
itor, the doctor the loss of a patient, 
and so it goes on ad libitum. 

“The average American voter is a po- 
litical drone. He is either too lazy or 
too indifferent to discharge the duties 
of citizenship, but selfish enough to 
accept all of the blessings of govern- 
ment and complain because he does not 
receive more. He will not even in- 
_form himself respecting the issues in 
the determination of which he has 
voice. 

“Between the cowardice of the bus- 
iness man and the lethargy of the 
voter, prohibition becomes a  possi- 
bility. 

“The typical prohibitionist is an il- 
lusionists. a sentimentalist and a sen- 
Sationalist. He combines the cunning 
of the fakir and the craft of the dem- 
eagogue. Ordinarily he is a theorist. 
He starts out with an idea and never 
gets beyond it. If his theory fails he 
contents himself with excusing the fail- 
ure and then starts all over again, 
beginning at the same place where he 
started before. He does not stop to 
measure consequences, for as a general 
rule he has nothing to lose, and what 
loss he may entail upon others does not 
worry his conscience. He is not acon- 
structionist, but a despoiler. He never 
builds, but delights in tearing down. 
He rails against criminality and 
charges it all to the traffic which he 
opposes when, in truth, his policy con- 
tributes more than any other agency to 
the multiplication of criminais. 

“Today. the nation stands in less dan- 
ger from its criminals than from its 
bigots! ; 


"Why shall we not profit by this rec- 
ord of the past? Why shall we not 
open our eyes to the truth as it is 
written in records compiled with in- 
tegrity and care, and which are re- 
ceived by the courts of the country as 
evidence of their contents? Is this 
great institution of government only 
a delusion? Is not its work to be re- 
spected and upheld? And if we shall 
an that then by that token the fallacy 
of prohibition is established beyond 
possibility of disputation. 

“The record of pretibition in Maine 
is a record of proh'‘vitory laws violated 
“with impunity. ..1 record of hypocrisy 
and contempt frr law. A record of de- 
ceit and false pretense. 

“Whether prohibition is directly re- 

ansible for the maladorous condi- 
tions ‘we do not undertake to say, but 
that prohibition has not prevented 
them is manifest from this unsavory 
record. 


“And Georgia is getting her reward! 
Bhe is reaping the bitter fruits of her 
bigotry already. Prohibition became 
effective in that state January !, 1908. 
Did I say effective? Pardon me, I did 
not intend to be satirical! 

“In the first year of her reformed 
Career Savannah had one arrest to 
every eighteen of population for drunk 
and disorderly: Columbus one to every 
twenty-three, and Augusta one to év- 
ery fifteen. What a glorious record for 
prohibition! What a delight to the 
heart of the prohibitionist’ 

“Wor is that all. In the month of 
August iast a ‘biind pig’ was dis- 
covered in the very hnalis of the state 
capitol building! Splendid prohibition! 

“Today, in the city of Atlanta upward 
of 150 saloons are doing business in 
the same old-fashioned way and paying 
to that prohibition city $200 per year 
each for li¢enses to sell ‘near beer.’ 
All praise t6 the.gentus of man! Every 
loyal Georgian should get down upon 
his knees and return his devout thanks 
to the dnspired individual who coined 
the phrase ‘near beer.’

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Prohibition Leader Arraigns 
Liquor Interests 


Hon. Samuel Dickie, of Albion 
College, Champions the Pro- 
hibition Cause, While Mayor 
Rose, of Milwaukee, Speaks 
for the Cause of the Liquor 
Men. | 


Chicago, Ill, April 30.—(Special.)— 
The second of the three joint debates 
to be held on the prohibition question 
between David S. Rose, mayor of Mil- 
waukee, and Hon. Samuel Dickie, 
president of Albion college, came off 
here tonight before an immense au- 
dience, thousands being turned away 
from the doors. It is estimated that 
between eight and ten thousand people 
heard the speeches. ' 

Mr Dickie, who opened the debate, 
said in part: 

“In the first debate of the present 
series, I undertook to lay down and 
to establish by etatistical proof, cdurt 
decisions and documentary evidence, 
the following propositions: 

“I. That the liquor traffic on eco- 
nomic grounds is entirely defenseless, 
that the business creates no value, 
meets no legitimate want of society, 
absorbs vast values; that it is the ene- 
my of prosperity and the foe of labor, 
that in proportion to the capitai in- 
vested it employs the smallest number 
of workmen and pays the least amount 
in wages. 

“2. That the liquor traffic debauches 
and degrades all who come in contact 
with it and !s the most prolific source 
from which come recruits to our crim- 
inal classes. 

“3. That the traffic itself is a huge 
organized criminal, the large majority 
of the men engaged in the business 
being flagrant and frequent violators 
of law, and 

“4 That prohibition though imper- 
fectly enforced and by no means ideal 
has nevertheless proved itself to be 
the most effectual means of restraint. 

(l) A Deceptive Commodity. 

“The first of these characteristics is 
to be found in the peculiar nature of 
the commodity in which the saloon 
deals. It is a commodity unlike the 
ordinary commodities that are sold 
over the counter in other retail estab- 
lishments. 

“We affirm that the commodity in 
question is one of such peculfar qual- 
ities as to put it into a class by itself, 
a sui generis of remarkable exclusive- 
ness, possessing characteristics that 
require special safeguards to be thrown 
about it. P : 

“The United States court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia says: ‘The law places 
bar rooms and tippling houses on a 
footing of tolerance only, and an ap- 
Plicant for license is not to be regard- 
ed as a business ™man proposing to en- 
Zage in any lawtwul business.’ 

“An instance. '. am one of Chicago's 
Kreat army of drinkers, desperately 
poor, but bound to do my g6hare tn 
supporting the seven or eight thousand 
Saloons that fatten on the folly of 
their patrons. I take four or five 
drinks over the bar. I spend, it may 
be, half a dollar at Bath-house John’s 
joint and a whole dollar at Hinky 
Dink’s dirty den for dreary drinkers, 
and then for Sunday’s spiritual sus- 
tenance I stock up with three pint 
flasks of whisky and a half dozen bot- 
tles of beer. On the way to my loveless 
home I fall and smash all my bottles, 
arriving empty-handed at the place 
that passes for my residence. Tel] me, 
am I richer or the poorer for the 
mishap that has befallen me? Am I bet: 
ter off or worse off because my cargo 
of grog has gone to the gutter without 
being Strained through a man? 

“I am simply trying to show you 
that the commodity in question is one 
of such peculiar properties that the 
State may well apply to it restraints 
and safeguards not necessary in the 
case of ordinary articles of merchan- 


dise. 


(2) Effect on the Patron. 


“What does the saloon do for the rep- 
utation of its patron? A young map 
is seen coming ont of a grocery, or is 
known to have entered a dry goods 
store, or his employer learns that he 
often spends an evening in the public 
library. Would such facts injure a 
young man’s reputation or hurt his 
standing in the community? Not at all 
but let it be known that a young man 
is a frequenter of the saloons which 
Rose defends. and which he 
seeks to perpetuate, and at once that 
young mars reputation suffers in the 
esteein of,all right-minded men The 
Saloon blasts and blights and ruins 
the good name of.any man who will 
spend his money at the bar. 

“What does the liquor business do 
for the health. and long life of its 
patron? Most of us can answer this 
inquiry out of our own observation 
wins Barra no gerd us te have geen health 

ed an ves shor 
of alcoholic : liquors, vreau seated aaa: 

“What does the saloon do for its pa- 
tron in opening or closing doors of 
opportunity? Keep in mind how ab- 


drop of intoxicating Mquor now on the 
whole earth were absolutely poured out 
On the ground at this moment there 
would be no less value in the world 
after its destruction than before.’ How 
perfectly absurd his statement, and yet 
in perfect harmony with all of his 
other theories. 

“If that were done and none were 
manufectured to take its place there 
would be a loss of $223,000,000 of reve- 
nue to the government; a loss of $84, - 
500,000 to the cities of the country from 
licenses; a loss of $56,000,§00 
in wages paid to labor: a lose of $109,- 
000,000 for farmers’ products, and the 
loss of the pleasure which the over- 
whelming majority of those who use 
these beveraces find in that use. The 
railway locomotive — kills thousands; 
Shall we prohibit the manufacture. . of 
locomotives? The automobiles claim their 
victims; shall they be suppressed? The 
vast majority of typhoid cases come 
from impure water: shall we prohibit 
ity use? Ice cream is a luxury: we can 
get along without it, and the same may 
be said of other things innumerable 
which are used for the pleasure and 
possibly the harm of the human family. 

“I believe sincerely that agitation of 
this great question will result in 
much good. The attention of the peo- 
ple will be attracted to the necessity for 
greater vigilance in the exercise of the 
elective franchise. It will awaken a 
greater patriotism and inspire courage 
to do those things which our obliga< 
tions to government exact of us. 
Wrongs will be righted andthe traf-
